ami this had the effect of producing a 
stringency in the money m arket from 
which many have suffered loss.

Late Saturday a warrant was sworn 
out for the arrest of Duncan McIn­ 
tyre, former clerk at the French 
hoteh Adam Armstrong, proprietor 
of the hotel, being the complainant.
